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| concerning the cuent of this prediction. God 
foretoldero Hexekiah, rhathee ſhould ſpeedi- 
ly die in this place, of this diſeaſe. Hezekiah 
now hath hislife prolonged for fifteene yeares, 
How is God true then in the prediQion ? or 
how doth God alter his determinations ? For 
the anſwering whereof: true it is which God 
himſelfe doth ſay, / am God, and 1 am not chan- 
ed, Malak. 3.6, For bee is not as man that bee 
Toould repent, 1. Sam.15.29. Butbriefly to ſariſ- 
fie this perplexed = Gregory the great, 
kath an excellent ſpeech, Nowit Deus mutare 
ſententiam, ſed nunquam nouit mutare decretum, 
God knoweth how to change his ſentence, bue 
not his decree. The decree of God was that He- 
zekiah by praying (ſhould obraine rhe continu- 
ance of his life, for fiftcenc-yeares. To make 
Hezekiah fall to his prayers, God ſendeth the 
Prophet with this menacing meſlage yer as in 
all menaces of God, is there a ſecrer excepti- 
on-: vnleſſe Hezekiah earneſtly pray. So that 
there was an exception to be vnderſtood, al- 
though not expreſſed. Yee may ſee the dealing 
of God with King Abimelech : God threatened 
him becauſe hee had taken from Abraham his 
wife: Beholde, thow art but dead, Gem. 20. Yelſce 
the ſentence in ſhew is reſolute: yet was there 
a ſecret condition to bee vnderſtood, for you 
(hall inde it expreſſed in the ſeauenth verfe of 
the ſame chapter thus, /frhoa deliner her not 4- 
gaine, thou ſhalt die the death. Thus muſt we vn- 
derſtand.

| ledge, or in the more particular working of the 
affetions and of the willz. ſo the mcanes.to 
| put the houſe of the ſoule in oxder againſt 
| death, are cicher in meditation, or in aRion, 
And firſt in meditation, there mult bee diueric | 
things ordered : by keeping the ſoule in often | 
meditating vpon theſe three things; firſt, to | 
meditate of death: ſecondly, of this life : and | 
thirdly, ofthe great change which will happen 
to diverſe men preſently atter death. 
| Firſtby meditation of death, and often thin- 
| king thereof before it commeth; I know that 
| to many worldly-minded men, whiles they are 
'in healthand wealth, ir is cuen as death but 
'to thinke of death, Oh death, how bitter is the 
remembrance of thee to a man that lineth at reſt.in 
his poſſeſions, Eccleſiaſt. 41. 1. better thoughts 
for him, hee iudgeth to be the remembrance of

Bur our bleſſed Saviour 
(who is farre greater then the greateſt of the 
ſons of men) did very many times both thioke 
and ſpeake of his death, to his diſciples : to 
leaue vs an example, that whoſocuer will pre- 
pare himſelfe for Jeath, muſt chinke of it many 
times in his life, Burt what fhould a man thinke 
of death? That a man may well meditate of 
death, ſo as he may thereby put the houſe of bis 
ſonle in order for death,there arc three things to 
be meditated on. 

Firſt, let a man remember what death is to all 
men by nature: and there hee ſhall finde thar 
death neuer came into the world bur by ſinne: 
The wages of finne is death, Rom, 6, 23. and by 
that meanes entring with an enemy, it ſclfe al- 
ſois an enemy to the nature of man: ſo is it 
called by the Apoſtle, The laſt enemy that ſball 
be deſtroyed, is death.1.Cor.15.26. Lifc of it ſelfe 
is a great bleſſing of God to euery liuing thing: 
and no liuing creature, but will ſtriue co pre- 
ſerue the life of it ſelfe, and ro ſhunne death: 
the poore worme, or bird, 2am vinit vitd quam 
Angeles, ſaid Saint Auſtin, and isdefirous to 
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preſerue its life., -as abe Angels would 
ſerue theirs. And that they may doe ſo,
